SANTA ANITA’S 
BIG BON FIRE 

GRANDSTAND IS BURNED DOWN 

Spectacular Fire Takes Almost Last 

Vestige of Lucky Baldwin’s Great 
Sporting Establishment. 

Most spectacular of all the events 
which ever took place at the famous 
Santa Anita race track was the lire 
which destroyed the grand stand and 
paddock Wednesday night. The or¬ 
iginal cost of the buildings In 1906 
was about $75,000 and it Is said about 
$25,000 insurance was carried. 

Both buildings were of wood built 
with steel frames, and afforded quick 
fuel as soon as the fire had started 
Hardly an hour had elapsed from the 
time the first flames were noticed till 
the grand stand was practically leveled. 

The intense heat from the grand stund 
fired the paddock which was separat¬ 
ed by some little distance. It was 
consumed almost as quickly as the

The great heat from the fire was 
felt entirely across the race track 
to. rse. After the collapse of the root 
and wooden floors of the grand stand 
the skeleton of steel girders was left 
standing red hot over the seething 
f -mace beneath, and finally went down 
with a mighty crash and sent up a 
showers of sparks and embers. 

The burning of the grand stand and 
paddock murks the complete finish of 
the vast sporting establishment at Ar¬ 
cadia of which Lucky Baldwin dreamed 
for so many years and which he real¬ 
ized In part. Only the stables now re¬ 
main. The track was established In 
1907; Its career was short lived. It 
had been out of use since tlie passage 
of the anti-race track gambling law 
three years ago. Since It closed Ar¬ 
cadia has been the scene of a remark¬ 
able series of fires which have wiped 
out The Hotel Oakwood, The White 
City resort, the principal saloons and 
the big hay barn at the race track, 
the grand stand and paddock making 
a spectacular finale. 

The building of the Santa Anita 
track was one of the hurry-up Jobs 
of turf history. Although the trnek

FURNACE HELPS. 

How to Heat Cold Roomg in Wintry 
Weather. 

In tbe-e wlulet Ua.vs the home with 
Ihe furuiice heat, the hot water rndin 
tor or the at earn radiator tna,\ liud tin 
heating apparatus, of whatever kind, 
balking occasionally and leaving the 
house cold. 

Traditionally every house that is 
1 heated by the hot air furnace has "one 
| cold room.” This cold room most fre- 
; quently Is that particular upstairs 
j room against which ihe cold wind* 
i are blowing most directly. Likely tills 
room is the northwest room of up¬ 
stairs. as the northwest wind Is keen 
est. What should one do to bring up 
the hot air from the furnace? 

That simplest thing Is for the fur¬ 
nace attendant to discover the cold 
pipe leading to the room and cut off 
for a few minutes the heat to every 
other pipe leading from the furnace. 
At once this forces the combined heat 
from the furnace Into the one open 
delivery pipe whose cutoff remains 
wide open. This body of heat forces 
out the heavy cold air that has been 
blocking that particular pipe as effec¬ 
tually as if Ihe pipe were full of fro- 
z-*n water. After a few minutes, in 
which the pipe warms and warmth 
permeates the room, the "cold" room 
Is rendered comfortable thereafter. 

Presuming that one has an electric 
fan. however, the fan is one of the 
easiest Instruments for correcting the 
stubborn hot air register, the hot wa¬ 
ter radiator or the steam radiator In 
the cold room. 

To urge the electric fan on the hot 
air register place the fan with Its back 
dose to the register and turn on at 
full speed. This acts ns a suction 
pump, pulling the cold air from the 
furnace pipe and drawing the beat 
into the room. 

In the case of a balky steam rarlt 
ator especially open a window and 
turn the fan blast of cold air against 
the radiator. Whatever slight heat is 
in the radiator will lie contracted by 
cooling, and the tendency toward a 
vacuum will serve to draw upon great 
er warmth down the pipe. As the 
steam (or wateri moves up into the 
radiator the continuation of the cool 
ing and contraction forces the further 
impetus of the heat until the desired 
warmth Is attained. 

One further statement mat Interest 
the reader. Hot water and steam beet 
are the drlpst of all forms of beat de¬ 
livered into the modern house. The 
i hot water and hot. moist steant In the 
[ radiator are sealed there One can 
i not bring an artificial Dent of To de 
grees K. by means of the hot radia¬ 
tor without making the winter a turns 
phere too dry. Evaporating water on 
these fixtures alone will make tin- at¬ 
mosphere of the house moist enough to 
he satisfactory to the lungs And in 
moistening the atmosphere It becomes 
a more constant and effective deliverer 
of the heat from fuel. Dry air is the 
least capable of retaining heat even if 
I tile air's dryness otherwise were satis- 
| factory to the lungs and breathing up* 

| paratus generally. 

How to Treat Burning Feet. 

Not a small part of the petty dts 
comforts of life arises from our feel, 
which, being Incased in tight lifting, 
unventilated boots or shoes, respond 
with painful growths and chilblains 
or. it may be. by a disagreeably hot or 
cold condition. 

Hot. burning feet may lie relieved 
j by putting on at bedtime a pair of 
white cotton socks the soles of which 
have been wetted with eold water and 
I over which are drawn dry worsted 
ones. tf the burning continues wd 
I the tinder socks again. Repeat this 
: process every night, and in a short 
time a great Improvement will be ex¬ 
perienced. 

I Cold feet are a trouble to many at all 
i seasons of the year and arc usually 
caused by a defective or restricted cir¬ 
culation. Loose shoes ami exercise 
will often remedy tills, but in the case 
of a naturally languid circulation an 
j efficacious treatment is to bathe the 
I feet each night in hot water amt after- 
| ward to plunge them into cold, then 
ruli them briskly with a rough towel 
' ot flesh gloves. 

How lo Rip Furs. 

There Is a knack of ripping tip old 
furs with which all women arc not fie 
j miliar The pelt uhniil I be turnel 
wrong side up and the skin slowly an I 
carefully cut with a sharp penknife, 
the blade penetrating the skin only 
and not touching the long hairs. 

Cutting fur with si Issors destroys tin 
beauty of tin- |«*lt that might be s.li¬ 
ed by tile penknife process In sew¬ 
ing tile strips together first lie sure 
that tlie direction of tlte hairs Is th 
same In both pieces when holding tlte 
bits of skin (Irmly between thumb an I 
forefinger. With the fur side dow i 
overcast the i-dges together with a 
rattier tine needle and strong. Qnt 
thread, sewing near the edge.

MOROCCO CITY. 

Magnificent In Its Site and In Ita Hia- 

toric Ruins. 

Morocco city, the capital of tli* 
southern half of the Moroccan king- 
do is a far more iuteresting city 
than Fez. Architecturally its monu¬ 
ments. including the famous Kutubia 
tower, the counterpart of the Giralda 
in Seville: the famous mosque of Mu 
ley Abdallah and a hundred other ruin 
ed or semlruiued edifices surviving 
from the days when the city had TOO. 
000 inhabitants und was one of the 
great capitals of Islam, are the most 
considerable and magnificent in Mo¬ 
rocco Equally beautiful is the site of 
this city In the upper valley of the 
Teuesift river, surrounded iu a half 
circle by the great wall of tbe grand 
Atlas mountains, whose snowdud 
peaks are seen beyond a foreground of 
large farms and fertile tields 
A city fur less given over to war. 
with u population less ferocious, less 
fanatical than that of Fez or Meklnez, 
Morocco city has been much more fre¬ 
quently visited by Europeans than its 
northern rivals Geographically Mo 
rooco city is the real gateway to the 
Sahara. U.v the Glawl puss one road 
climbs over the Atlas mountains to 
Ttifllet. und the carman route contin¬ 
ues to Timbuktu. A second road de¬ 
scends to the I)raa. crossing the Atlas 
cbalu. while a third leads to Tarudunt 
aud the Sus country Close communi¬ 
cation with the south has left Its mark 
upon the people, who arc darker and 
show more (latently the infusion of 
African blood than the Berbers and 
Arabs of the uorth—London Staud 
ard. 

Queen Ant*. 

The queen ant has apparently not 
hud justice done to tier by naturalists. 
Dr W M Wheeler’s view is that by 
comparison with the queen bee the 
queen aut is by far the more admirable 
creature In many important respects 
they are diametrically opposite The 
queen bee is. it is pointed out. a de¬ 
generate ereature. unable to uourlsh 
either herself or her young, to visit 
flowers, to build combs or to store 
them with honey With the queen ant 
quite the reverse Is the case She Is 
held to be a perfect exemplar and em¬
